LEAGUE COMMISSIONERS IN SHANGHAI 


N important step was taken during the week towards mak- 

ing the present cessation of the Sino-Japanese hostilities 
definite and the withdrawal of Japanese forces, when as the 
result of repeated lengthy discussions held between the repre- 
sentatives of the contending parties, it was agreed that the 
‘Chinese forces should remain where they are at present, while 
the Japanese forces would withdraw according to a programme 
to be ‘drawn up at a later discussion. It was also agreed that 
a Joint Commission composed of the Chinese, Japanese, British, 
American, French and Italian diplomatic and military represen- 
tatives should be appointed to certify that the above two 
conditions are fulfilled, 

‘Throughout the negotiations, the British Minister to China 
(Sir Miles Lampson) and also’ the representatives of other , 
foreign Powers have.lent their energetic initiative and sup- 
port to the “pace” ‘moves. ‘The venue of these important 
Aiscussions has been the local British Consulate-General. Two 
conferences were held here during last week and also another 
fone on Monday (March 21) when the the above proposals were 
agreed to as a basis for further negotiations.

Clarification of the present 
situation in Shanghai is, it fs 
hoped, proceeding, It will be 
assisted more by a yenersl effort 
to return to normal ways and 
modes of life than by breathless 
attempts to propound heroic 
remedies. ‘That is where the 
view taken by Sir John Simon of 
the League's decision is of such 
importance. Tt is plain that the 
League, no less than the United 
States ‘of America outside the 
League, holds to the opinion that 
the whole structure of peace! 
ereated by the various treaties 
especially the Pact of Paris— 
and by the constitution of the 
League must be preserved, What- 
fer damage has been done by 
events since September last will 
have to be repaired, not merely in 
the interests of Japan and China, 
but for the sake of the whole 
world. It is not without signi- 
ficance that, on this issue, Great] 
Britain, France and the United 
States of America are equally: 
firm. They see it largely in its 
relation to the whole problem of 
economic reconstruction. In 
facing it they <esire to hold the 
scales even between China and 
Japan. They also, through the 
resolution of the Assembly of the 
League (with which the United 
States of America concurs). ex- 
pect the disputed questions to be 
extricated as enrly ax possible 
from the military plane and 
brought on to the realist plane of 
negotintory discussion, Messages 
from Tokyo suggest ‘that steps 
are already contemplated | there 
to lead to such a result. It will 
be earnestly hoped that this 
interpretation is correct. There 
has been, on ane side or the 
‘other, much foolish alk of 
coercion. ‘There hax necessarily 
been a canvassing of errors. 
Errors cannot be liquidated ex- 
cept by diplomatic treatment. At 
no time has this journal ever 
the view that 

































countenanced 
either China or Japan could 
factorily solve these dif 


ferences by the armed argument. 
For the same reason the xood 
offices of other interested nations 
‘must proceed from rejection of 
the doctrine of force applied 
whether to one or the other, in 
whatever form, military or econo 
mic. 

If these principles be borne in 
mind it will be possible for 
Shanghai, which has become a. 
central figure in the problem, to 
arrive at a correct perception of 
ite own position. All here are 
agreed that Shanghai must be 
restored to its proper state of 
security as an international trad- 
ing mart for the nations in the 
Far East and in such a way 
that the present catastrophe 
‘cannot be repeated. Any attempt 
to effect that restoration by a 
tour de force on the basis of| 
recont events is doomed to 
failure. Not ovly that: it would 
be completely, inconsistent with 
the Assembiy’s resolution and 
therefore, with the policy on 
which all including China and 
Japan, are agreed. That is 
‘exactly why there should first be 
a withdrawal of the Japanese 
forces over and above those re- 
quired for the defence of 
Japanese lives and property in 
the International Settlement. It 
{g satisfactory to note that ‘in- 
fluences now at work in Tokyo 
are facilitating the establishment 
of this preliminary. Otherwise

It has been freely stated by! 
certain foreign commentators 
that this is an opportunity for 
righting the wrongs of Shang! 
That is true but not, perhaps, in 
the sense in, which’ it is often 
presented. Shanghai can best 
serve her own interests by fol- 
lowing the trite, if prosaic, mot- 
to: solvitur ambulando. Recogni- 
tion of the defects which, with 
the existence of other unfavour- 
lable factors, have contributed to 
the recent upheaval, has been 
stated in these columns from the 
first. Removal of those defects, 
however, cannot be prudently or 
practically attempted in defiance 
lof the principles which the As- 
sembly of the League has Iaid 
down, Without Chinese support 
proposals, which even the Chi 
nese themselves regard as salut- 
lary, have not the slightest chance 
‘of being put into effect now or 
at a future date, On this point 
ithe judgment of Mr. Justice Feet- 
ham has been conclusive. Un- 
{til the conditions which the Lea. 
gue seeks for the conduct. o 
negotiations have been created, 
Imere discussion of such proposals| 
‘seems to be open to grave mis-| 
conception. It may be objected 
that admission of error cr fail- 
tures in policy should be made 
by responsible Chinese opinion. 
This view Is no more tenable 
than the opposite contention that 
Japan should formally ad 
Such errors as she may be con- 
ceived to have committed. It 
must be repeated that liquidation 
of error can be effected only 
‘when the clash of arms is a dan-| 
ger removed. That is why any 
attempt to stage a general con- 
ference on Shanghai at this mo- 
ment is to be deprecated. Tempers 
jare running high, impressions 
are too vividly partisan, prejudi- 
‘ees are at a tense pitch. Judicial 
discussion, with the requisite 
note of dispassionateness, would 
be difficult. Tt would be’ impos- 
sible now ‘to say which party 
would be reasonable. Tt is quite 
possible to believe that all would 
be unreasonable. What Shang- 
hai requires is freedom to be 
‘allowed to recover her normal 
self in her own peculiar fashion. 
Opportunity can be 
process by the fo 
deavouring to obtain a cl 
‘and more valuable view of Chi- 
nese policy and opinions. Chi- 
nese of good standing and in- 
fluence could do much to assist 
in this coy approach by making 
voluntary proposals in prepara- 
tion for the establishment of the 
security which none desire more 
Jardently than they, The son- 
Japanese foreign community 
would find this realist, if unex- 
citing, device far more practical 
than ‘sentimental insistence on 
grievances and hardships. For: 
Japan and China are of necessity 
making efforts to come into the 
zone of reconciliation. ‘They 
will find the task difficult, but 
they will have to achieve it, If 
they can be helped by their for- 
eign fellow-sufferers, the gain 
all round will be great. Better 
still, progress to the creation of 
Shanghai's true safeguards—a 
franker understanding and a 
more effective administration—| 
will be incomparably improved.

Mr. Chang Kia-gnau's annual 
statement to shareholders of the 
Bank of China gives an able re- 
view of the economic situation 
in this country. Tt comes appro- 
fpriately from the head of a 
Chinese Bank which has been 
able for the first time to produce 
its report in.a form recognised 
‘by international principles of| 
accountancy. The policy of the 
Bank of China too is developing 
usefully on the lines of financing 
industrial and commercial or- 
Jganisations and, thus, increasing 
iy fulfils the functions of 
‘a central: bank.

There can be little doubt 
that most of the troubles which

N. Leslie, with the clarity and 
‘sense of responsibility for which 
he fs known, sums up the situa 
tion in a few words. He re-

efficiency, Mr, G. E, Marden

those and Mr, Marden follows 
them up with’a call for confid~ 
ence in their author, Mr. P. W. 
Massey, brief and to the point 
48 one of Shanghai's best tested 
public men, lays welcome stress 
on a liberal policy and the power 
‘of persuasion. Mr. A. de C. 
Sowerby winds up an interesting 
aymposium with a happy claim 
to champion the interests of the 
smaller ‘men, He wants to be 
the “people's representative.” 
Therefore, with the unerring eye 
of the accomplished writer, he 
perceives the way to originality. 


Although thus an attempt has 
beon made to catch the disting- 
uishing points of the various ad- 
dresses, it must be repeated that 
they all amount very much to 
the same thing. At their best 
they are convincing testimony 
of the good intentions of all the 
gallant eleven, Instinct in them 
all is a sincere desire for the 
welfare of the International 
Settlement. At their worst they 
nearly all fail adequately to re- 
cognise the strength of the 
realist, as opposed to the senti- 
mental factors in the situation. 
Yet this is not an important de- 
fect, so far as the election itself 
fs concerned. ‘The Council has 
in the main to do with the ordin- 
ary prosaic administration of 
toads, drains and police. High 
politics come within its purvie 
in a limited degree. Perhay 
it were best so. If the same 
prudent attitude of conciliation 
displayed by the present Council 
be-maintained there may be ways 
and means, within the: restrictett 
scope of its diplomacy, to solve 
important local. problems and so 
greutly assist in the development 
‘of the major settlement to the 
Jasting advantage of Shanghai. 
Too much emphasis must. not be 
laid on the vehemence of the 
election candidate. If elected and 
duly put into harness he per- 
eeives mote clearly what was 
formerly hidden from his gaze. 
Yet, when all this is said, the 
Yoters have seriously to consider 
the exceedingly desirable goal 
ofvcontinuity of policy. For this

‘stories were incorrect. China 
has always suffered from rumour. 
Before the days of the telegraph, 
wireless or otherwiso, it was a 
matter of surprise to foreign 
observers how news travelled. 
Very often the news was in- 
correct in the main, but with a 






























grain of truth around which 
fantasy had been woven. It has. 
travelled at a speed which made 





some people believe that the old 
Chinese had some means of| 
rapid communication the nature 
of which it was not easy to deter- 
mine. It is not improbable that| 
they. had. Races with infinitely 
less culture than the Chinese 
have for ages practised some 
form of long distance communica 
tion, by smoke signals or the 
heat of drams, and it is not sur- 
prising | that’ some methods; 
should have existed in China 
Tong before the discoveries in 
electric transmission of informa, 
tion, #

The example 
lquoted would seem to indicate 
that one of the matters which 
should receive the attention of. 
the Nanking Government when 
other subjects are less pressing 
is the establishment of some 
form of control over a means of 
communication which properly 
used can he of inestimable bene- 
fit, and, improperly availed of, 
fof such great harm. 

It is, further, something which 
foreign authorities representing

to wateh with considerable care. 
Unfortunate movements in the 

spread with compara- 
there has been, 
generally, sufficient time to make 
adequate’ dispositions for the 
maximum protection of thelr!

The safe- 
ty valve for embarrassing flutter- 
ings of the heart is an accurate 
fhistorieal knowledge of what 
happened in Wherenotfu in 1897 
lor of what some venerated 
chronicler of a distant or not $0 
distant age remarked of certain 
trends of thought and policy. No 
famateur politician demanding of 
the orator on the platform “what 
did Mr. Gladstone say in 18792” 
jean be so perfect in that techni- 
‘que as the Shanghailander. That 
incidentally is why, only the 
lother day, an irreverent, reader, 
relying on editorial shortness of 
memory, contributed as his own 
letter to the correspondence 
columns, a leading article which 
had appeared in this very column 
some thirty years ago—and was 
detected in ‘the act neither by 
this journal nor by the oldest 
inhabitant. 

But, with all this highly polish- 
led hardheadedness, Shanghai 
leannot help betraying its warmth 
lof heart. Do not readers of this, 
Journal, practically of their own 
momentum, keep going a nine:

Germany's greatest man of 
died at Weimar on this 
y a hundzed years ago. In- 
spired by Lessing, Goethe was 
Germany's leader in that move- 
‘hich the writing of 
France had given the

first impetus and to which Hume 
in Groat Britain also contribut- 





ed. “Goethe's friendship with 
Schiller produced a literary com- 
bination brilliantly expounding 
the calm forcefuiness of the 
Germany, the depth and the 
serenity, ‘which won the admira- 
tion of ‘Carlyle. It is dimcult 
to-day to realise the extent of 
Goethe's influence on his axe. 
“There 1s a man’\said Napoleon 
of him after meeting him at 
Erfurt, His political and philo- 
‘sophical writings had due con- 
sideration and important effects 
on the literature and thought of 
his day. ‘They have faded out 
to leave behind the, permanent 
treasures of his lyrical poetry 
and his “Faust” which has been 
called the “divine comedy” of 
18th century humanism, He has 
described ay onc of the 
most universal geniuses that 
ever lived. He held in Europe a 
Hterury supremacy to which only 
Voltaire before him and Victor 
Hua after him alone attained. 
‘As Shakespeate is to England 
‘and to Italy Dante, so is Goethe 
to Germany. He lived at a time 
of political depression and hix 
inspiration, strongly reinforced 
by his friend Schiller and by 

rand Kant, in their own 
fashion, did much to come to the 
rescue of his country. In Goe- 
the's nature-philosophy the heart 
of Germany found itself. He 
was a convinced realist, who 
stood by nature and experience:

‘significant perhaps that this 
should remain as his most abid- 
ing memorial. Other German 
poets have to-day a stronger hold 
‘over their countrymen but Goe- 
the remains supreme in his mas- 
tery of the classic vein and his 
‘exposition of the feelings and ex- 
periences through which his 
many-sided life ran its course 
Moreover to a literature which 
has always excelled in the Jyrieal 
poem he has contributed master- 
pieces of Iyrical poetry which

Dr. J. H. Jordan, Cot 
Publi itaith othe’ Sa 
report for February, presented 
Bfareh 16, states in part: a 
"in regard to the Chinese popula- 
tion, deaths noted amounted to S077, 
which is the highest. figure yet. re:

Statistical valuation being available. 


The higher death rate amongst 
foreigners has less significance from 
‘the public health standpoint than 
might be supposed “as it was. in- 
creased by the inclusion of certain 
‘unusual causes of death attributable 
to th emergency amongst a section 
of the foreign communi 

At one time the indications were 
that the town was threatened bya 
smallpox, outbreak of considerable 

‘There were 19 cases 
notified from amongst forcigners 
with 8 deaths, and Chinese records 
showed 70 cases and 63 deaths. As 
a result an. intensive ‘vaccination 
‘campaign was inaugurated with un- 
fortunately disappointing results. 

It may perhaps be claimed that 
steps taken controlled (if they did 
not check) the epidemic, which, in 
view of the known fact that numer 
Us cases were smuggled into the 
Settlement, "is satisfactory. | The 
term “smuggled” is used as conceal 
ment of diseased persons was rife, 
‘Steps ‘wore taken’ to. prevent. such 
‘unsocial acts and the campaign 
continuing. 

‘The manufacture 
vaccine at pressure. still continues 
and, "as. mentioned above, 83,345, 
doses were issued during the month, 
‘whilst 1,607 doses of bacterial vac- 
cine were issued. The manufactur. 
ing section devoted attention to the 
‘reparation of typhoid vaccine. 

‘Through the kindness of the hos- 
pital authorities the Chinese Police 
patients are still kept in the Lester 
Chinese Hospital.

countryside and nothing could have 
stopped the flood:

tthe force was excellent. 

Buildings were given the necey- 
sary upkcep but’,the manager's 
bungalow and clerk's bungalow and 
three of the coolie lines are in 
poor state and will probably require 
Feplacement before many years are 
past,

appreciation of their successful
